Essex College, formerly the Memorial Science Building, is the home of Science at the University Built in 1948 by the alumni os o memoriol 
to the men of Assumption who gave their lives in World War II, it hos facilities for the study of Physics, Chemistry, Biology, Geology ond 
Mechanical Drawing. 


These eorly students were required to bring their own mattresses and bedding in addition to their books. They ob¬ 
tained water from a pump in the yard. The next years were good ones for Assumption, and it soon became evident 
that more space was necessary. Therefore, in 1875, the cornerstone was laid for o new wing, and only nine years 
later the administration building was completed. Assumption was now a thriving college, continually growing and 
improving. 

By 1907, a complete system of gas lights had been installed. This same period sow the construction of o new chapel 
with a capacity of three hundred and fifty. The student's life was more severe in these days than now, os revealed 
in the 1902-03 catalogue on a page entitled ''Discipline". 

"The use of tabocco is strictly forbidden " 

"Incorrigible sloth or giddiness will not be tolerated." 

"Boxes of eatables sent from heme ore not encouraged by the faculty." 

Almighty God in His Goodness has allowed the school to grow from the little college that struggled for existence with 
seven desks and few books into a flourishing institution of learning with students and staff members from all over 
the world. May God be thanked for this and for four events which hove deeply ond vitally enriched this institution, 
making it grow in wisdom and grace with God and men: 




FIRST, the federation of Assumption College with the University of Western Ontario in 1919. Through this Assump¬ 
tion students received their degrees from the University ond Assumption's curriculum was broadened to include 
General and Honours Courses in Arts and Science, pre-engineering, pre-law and pre-medicine courses.

THIRD, the passing of an Act in 1953 in the 
Ontario Legislature amending the original 
Act of 1 858 which set up a new government 
for the College and gave it the power to main¬ 
tain schools, faculties and institutes and to 
grant degrees. As a result the affiliation with 
the University of Western Ontario was ter- 
minated, and Assumption became an inde¬ 
pendent institution.

FOURTH, the setting up of Assumption Uni¬ 
versity of Windsor in 1956 composed of 
University College, Essex College, Holy 
Names College and Holy Redeemer College, 
with full academic rights and privileges as a 
member of the National Conference of Cana¬ 
dian Universities, the University Matricula¬ 
tion Board of Ontario, and the Association of 
Universities in the British Commonwealth

PARTICIPANTS IN AN ANCIENT OCCUPATION 

Students may apply for training in one of two branches of the Armed Services; the University Naval Training 
Division; the Canadian Officers' training Corps. 

The U NT D course consists of sixty hours training during the academic year, for three years, and fourteen weeks 
training, ashore ond afloat, for two summers. Students enter as Probationary Cadets and in their first year appear 
before a Cadet Selection Board for promotion to the rank of Cadet. 

The Canadian Officers" Training Corps offers undergraduates an opportunity to qualify for commissions in the 
Canadian Army either Active or Reserve. Training consists of two hours per week of lectures on theoretical military 
subjects during the school year, and twelve to twenty weeks of practical training during the summer. Students are 
Officer Cadets for the first two years, and in their third are commissioned as Second Lieutenants.

WINDSOR BUSINESS COLLEGE 


The Windsor Business College was founded in 1903 by the 
late Mr. A. J. Cadman. Mr. Cadman was a distinguished 
penman, a capable teacher and an able executive. He founded 
the school with one purpose uppermost In his mind — to give 
superior training to young people who had ambition to advance 
in the field of business which was beginning to suffer from 
growing pains in Windsor. Due to the loss of his son In World 
War t, Mr. Cadman decided to sell the school. 

In 1919 It was purchased by Mr. James E. Causgrove and 
Miss Florence Surby. Mr. Causgrove and Miss Surby had been 
previously heads of the Commercial and Shorthand Departments, 
respectively, of the then flourishing Canada Business College in 
Chatham. Within a short time. Mr. Causgrove died and Miss 
Surby took over both ownership and direction of the school. 
Miss Surby determined to extend the purpose for which the 
school had been founded. By hard work, her magnetic person¬ 
ality and exceptional executive ability, Miss Surby directed the 
policies, and constantly raised the standards of the school. In 
1922, the W.B.C. became affiliated with the Business Educators. 
Association of Canada, an association of Canadian private 
business school, founded In 1896, for the purpose of raising the 
standards of business education In Canada. This recognition 
gave added impetus to Miss Surby's effort to supply Windsor 
business firms with capable and efficiently-trained office 
workers. 

On January 1, 1944. after fifteen years as head of the 
Commercial and Business Administration departments of the 
school, the present owner and principal, Mr. R. J. Service, 
purchased the school from Miss Surby. The same ideal and 
purpose exists today as it has throughout the years — W.B.C. 
graduates must have that superior training.
